cords of wood, stacked between the oil 
tank and the buildings threatened to 
catch fire, in event of which it would 
have been an impossibility to save the 
buildings. 


After fighting the fire for some time 


an appeal was made to the Covina de- 
partment, which responded and made a 
quick run up Citrus avenue, entering 
the ranch, where the engine was con- 
nected with an open irrigating system 
with two linos of hose. The cords of 
wood and the buildings were drenched, 
and eventually the streams were turned 
into the roaring flames of the tank and 
drowned the fire under tons of water. 
The Covina firemen performed heroic 
work, and were very heartily commend- 
ed. There is no question but that the 
department saved $75,000 • worth 
of 


ranch buildings, according to the state- 
ment of Mr. Griffith.

the scene from La Habra, carrying 
fire-fighting chemicals such as have been 
used in extinguishing oil well fires.

E. G. Dezell, assistant manager of the 


California Fruit Growers Exchange af- 
ter a careful survey of th entire citrus 
belt, including the visit of field mana- 
gers to the Covina, Azusa,*Glendora, 
Charter Oak and Irwindale districts, 
yesterday announced that there would 
be about fifty percent loss in oranges 
and possibly 35 percent on lemons, as 
resulting from the cold wave that first 
struck Southern California- last Thurs- 
day night, continuing for several days. 


His official statement is as follows: 
"After a survey of different sections 


of practically all the citrus districts 
in California by members of our field 
department, consulting with shippers 
and growers and comparing, tempera' 
tures with 1913 and the results of the 
temperatures in the various districts 
on the shipments that year, we have 
reached a preliminary estimate of the 
loss of fruit by the cold weather the 
nights of January 19, 20 and 21, as from 
40 to 50 per cent of oranges and 35 per 
cent of lemons. 


"This would indicate shipments for 


the season of about 25,000 carloads of 
oranges and grapefruit and 9500 cars of 
lemons, compared with a total of 60,000 
carloads last season. 


"The 
lesser damage to the lemon 


crop is because large acreages are locat- 
ed in the sections where temperatures 
were not damaging and also because a 
larger percentage of the lemon acreage 
was protected by orchard heating than 
the orange."

It is a known fact 
that any attempt to place outfalls on 
the outside of cities will be fought vig- 
orously, and us considered by the best 
citizens to be poor policy. The courts 
of the state have sustained the city of 
Monterey Park in its fight with Alham- 
bra and South Pasadena in the attempt 
to place a sewage outfall on the south 
of Monterey Park. Septic tanks, if in- 
stalled within the city limits, and prop- 
erly handled, are said to be the solu- 
tion of this problem.

TO HELP ENFORCE LAW 


At the noon meeting of the Board of 


the Chamber of Commerce Tuesday 
Revs. C. D. Eddy and R. W. Gentry 
of the Ministerial Association appeared 
and presented the following letter:

Form Fire Districts 


It should be generally known that there is a state law, passed 


in 1915, which allows unincorporated localities to incorporate 
for fire protection and lighting purposes. 


The question of fire protection came up again locally, and was 


discussed at length at the meeting of the Covina Men's Club 
this week, but the fact was not brought out that such an incor- 
poration is possible. 


Under the 1915 law, the district wishing fire pi'otection may 


petition the county board of supervisors, setting forth in the 
petition the proposed boundaries. If the proper percentage of 
voters is represented on the petition, the board of supervisors 
must then call an election within the proposed district, naming 
the amount of bonds to be voted. The maximum amount that 
can be voted is,, one per cent of the assessed valuation in the 
proposed district. 


The district lying outside of incorporated cities in the Tipper 


San Gabriel valley is very large and the assessed valuation is 
high. At no time would it be necessary to vote the maximum 
of one per cent valuation, as no district would need more thsin, 
say, $10,000 of equipment and a maintenance per year of more 
than $3000. 


"Whether incorporated districts like the cities of Azusa, Glen- 


dora and Covina can join such a proposed district is a matter 
not specifically set forth in the law. It might be possible that 
the entire upper San Gabriel valley, including the cities, could 
be made into a fire protection district, thus making it possible 
to utilize the present city fire equipment in outlying districts, 
and also to augment the present fire equipment with more 
equipment stationed in the unincorporated districts. At all 
events, it is certain that a district may be formed by he unincor- 
porated portion of the valley if the citizens so desire. 


County Fire Warden Stuart J. Flintham has presented this 


matter of fire protection incorporation to many unincorporated 
districts in the county, notably Puente, Lancaster, and Belve- 
dere. It would be his duty to explain this procedure to the 
citizens of the upper San Gabriel valleys and to supervise the 
preparation of petitions. 


There is no doubt but that the property of citizens in the 


outlying districts is in jeopardy from fire at all times, and that 
some steps to furnish protection should be made. Such protection 
would be invaluable in saving, not only private property, but 
the property of the associations of ranchers in the valley. The 
Covina. fire department has responded at times when called upon 
to control fires in the outlying districts, but has no authority 
from the citizens of the district to do so. It has been done as a 
matter of courtesy, and is always accompanied by the risk of 
damage to equipment for which no recompense can be had unless 
citizens on the outside voluntarily take care of the expense. 


It would be well for the Covina chamber of commerce to take 


up this matter and determine if the citizens of the valley care 
to form such a district. 


Financing The Rancher 


The most significant point in connection with crop losses is 


that of whether financial institutions will make it possible for 
the rancher to conduct his business properly during the period 
when returns from crops are subnormal. 


In the orchard industry it is necessary to spend the same 


amount of money in poor years as in good years. As in the 
case at present, when we know that there has been a percentage 
damage of the citrus crop, it is necessary to go right ahead 
with fertilization, irrigation, cultivation, pruning and general 
culture, although the returns have been cut down by the cold 
weather. 
It is especially important that the groves be fertilized 


in order that they will recover from the shock as quickly as 
.possible and set a crop. All bankers know this to be a fact. 


The partial loss of the present crop is not so vitally important 


as the question of whether the trees are to be encouraged to set a 
full crop for the coming season. A small crop next year, caused 
by lack of care and fertilization, would make a calamity out of 
what is not more now than a severe setback to the industry. 


If private banking institutions are not in a position to carry 


this load, then the associations of ranchers should thresh this 
matter out with the government. All things can be accomplish- 
ed through cooperation.

Expend Huge Sums 


President John M. Miller this week 


sent official announcement to District 
Manager Fred Schwartz that by action 
of its board of directors the Southern 


alifornia Edison Company is authoriz- 


ed to spend $22,500,000 during the year 
1922 for additional water power devel- 
opment and extensions to its transmis- 
sion and distributing systems. This is 
the largest annual budget appropriation 
in the history of the company. 


The total 
expenditure will include 


$10,951,000 for water power develop- 
ment; $3,333,000 for two hundred twen- 
ty thousand volt transmission lines; 
$8,124,(il5 for improvements and exten- 
sions to distribution lilies f\nd substa- 
tions; and $125,385 for subsidiary com- 
panies. 


For the purpose of comparison with 


other large-community improvements, it 
is interesting to note that the expendi- 
tures of the Southern California Edison 
Company for this one year will approxi- 
mately equal the cost of building the 
Los Angeles aqueduct, which was $23,- 
000,000, the construction of which cov- 


ered a period of over six years. During 
the past eleven years the Los Angeles 
Bureau of Power and Light has con- 
structed in connection with the aque- 
duct an electrical system valued at thir- 
teen million two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars.

It has been done as a 
matter of courtesy, and is always accompanied by the risk of 
damage to equipment for which no recompense can be had unless 
citizens on the outside voluntarily take care of the expense. 


It would be well for the Covina chamber of commerce to take 


up this matter and determine if the citizens of the valley care 
to form such a district. 


Financing The Rancher 


The most significant point in connection with crop losses is 


that of whether financial institutions will make it possible for 
the rancher to conduct his business properly during the period 
when returns from crops are subnormal. 


In the orchard industry it is necessary to spend the same 


amount of money in poor years as in good years. As in the 
case at present, when we know that there has been a percentage 
damage of the citrus crop, it is necessary to go right ahead 
with fertilization, irrigation, cultivation, pruning and general 
culture, although the returns have been cut down by the cold 
weather. 
It is especially important that the groves be fertilized 


in order that they will recover from the shock as quickly as 
.possible and set a crop. All bankers know this to be a fact. 


The partial loss of the present crop is not so vitally important 


as the question of whether the trees are to be encouraged to set a 
full crop for the coming season. A small crop next year, caused 
by lack of care and fertilization, Avould make a calamity out of 
what is not more now than a severe setback to the industry. 


If private banking institutions arc not in a position to carry 


this load, then the associations of ranchers should thresh this 
matter out with the government. All things can be accomplish- 
ed through cooperation.

Edison Company To 


Expend Huge Sums 


President John M. Miller this week 


sent official announcement to District 
Manager Fred Schwartz that by action 
of its board of directors the Southern 
California Edison Company is authoriz- 
ed to spend $22,500,050 during the year 
1922 for additional water power devel- 
opment and extensions to its transmis- 
sion and distributing systems. This is 
the largest annual budget appropriation 
in the history of the company. 


The total 
expenditure will include 


$10,951,000 for water power develop- 
ment ; $3,333,000 for two hundred twen- 
ty thousand volt transmission lines; 
$8,124,(il5 for improvements and exten- 
sions to distribution lines nnd substa- 
tions; and $125,385 for subsidiary com- 
panies. 


For the purpose of comparison with 


other large-community improvements, it 
is interesting to note that the expendi- 
tures of the Southern California Edison 
Company for this one year will approxi- 
mately equal the cost of building (he 
Los Angeles aqueduct, which was $23,- 
' 000,000, the construction of which cov- 


ered a period of over six years. During 
the past eleven years the Los Angeles 
Bureau of Power and Light has con- 
structed in connection with the aque- 
duct an electrical system valued at thir- 
teen million two hundred and 
iifty 


thousand dollars. Bonds amounting to 
thirteen million live hundred thousand 
dollars voted to purchase the distribu- 
tion system of the Southern California 
Edison Company in the city of Los An- 
geles would make the total cost for that 
electric system of the city of Los Ange- 
les twenty-six million seven hundred 
fifty thousand dollars. This is but 
slightly more than the Edison Com- 
pany's budget for the single year 1!)22.

In Charter Oak it is estimated 


that at least forty per cent of the 
navels will be shipped and will stand 
up well in the markets. 
The Charter 


Oak Citrus Association had shipped and 
had in the house about seventy cars in 
all»when the cold weather came. 
It 


is claimed by experts in that locality 
that of the fruit on the trees nearly half 
will prove to be salable, and that the 
price received for it will be nearly 
twice that of prices prevailing before 
the cold weather. 
Where a dollar net 


was all that growers expected this year 
for navels, the market has already ad- 
vanced very materially, and it is pre- 
dicted that fruit shipped from this time 
on will meet with fancy prices. 


RIVERSIDE OPTIMISTIC. 


On the other hand the fruit officials 


of Riverside and Corona and Redlands 
claim that there will be plenty of Cali- 
fornia fruit shipped, in fact enough to 
take care of the demand. It is asserted 
in those districts that the navels almost 
entirely escaped from frost damage, es- 
pecially in Riverside and Corona, while 
RedlundH is said to have salvaged a 
large portion of the crop. 
The exact 


conditions in these communities, how- 
ever, will rest upon the condition of 
the fruit in about ten days. 


Henry Damerel, who has large prop- 


erty interests north of La Verne, known 
as the Edgemont ranch, says that very 
little damage to oranges was experienc- 
ed in that district. 
In this district, 


sheltered by the foothills, the tempera- 
ture did not 
SI.MMII to lower as sharply 


as in the localities farlher out in the 
valleys. 


While it is believed that a large per- 


centage of the crop around Covina will 
be marketable at good prices, there is 
no real authority a.s yet for the per- 
centage of fruit that will be saved. 
Practically all local packing associa- 
tions are equipped or will be, with sepa- 
rating machines, and the fruit will un- 
doubtedly all be run through the sepa- 
rating process. This means activity on 
the part of the packing houses, which 
will keep local labor busy.
